an attic room at 2516 North Ninth street, 


Wednesday. 

The man was Simon Harding and he has 
been working upon that machine for twelve 
years. He thinks he has discovered the 
secret of perpetual motion and believes that 


as soon as his invention is perfected elec- 
tricity. will be done away with as a mo- 
tor. His principle of perpetual motion, he 
says, w.ll ultimately run all the street cars, 
the railroad trains, steamboats and vehicles 
of all kinds. 

» He says the invention is tin his brain, but 
he hasn't yet had time to perfect it. The 
apparatus over which the old man bent look- 
éd ilke the main spring of a watch only it 
was a hundred times as large. On top are

In 1849 Mr. Harding was a gold hunter 
in California. He is 65 years old and, so far 
as known, had no relat ves. He has been 
living in St. Louis for about fifteen years. 
lor three yeafs he worked here as a watch- 
maker. Then he gave up all his time to his 
Fobby, and in an attic room which he rent- 
ed from Mes. Jennie Jackson at 2516 North 
Ninth street he devotes all his moments to 


Mrs-Jackson and the neighbors thought 
hwmwia miser. When he ate he cooked food 
himself on a little gasoline stove. For the 
most part he lives tpon bread, saueage, 
onions and fruit. He seldom lit the gasoline 
stove except to boil his coffee. 

Both the landlady and those who knew 
the old man wondered where the $2.50 came 
from when he pai his rent so regularly 
every month. He didn’t say so, but they 
thought he had a pension. 

The old inventor had a nervous disease 

that affected his left leg. Three weeks ago, 
while climbing the steps of his attic, his 
leg gave Way and he fell. When Mrs. Jack- 
g0n ram to his assistance it was found that 
two of his ribs. on the right side of the 
body, were broken.

Through His Brain. 


GIVEN UP AS _ HOPELESS. 


CHILD WAS BROUGHT TO ST. 
LOUIS AND OPERATED UPON 
SUCCESSFULLY. 


SHOT BY A LITTLE PLAYMATE. 


He Is the Son of a Farmer Near Ma- 
rion, Ill., and for Six Weeks Has 
Lived With the Ball In- 
side His Head. 


Doctors say that little Herbert Duncan 
will live, though a bullet from a Winches- 
ter rifle pierced his skull and passed entirely 
through his brain. 

Dr. William H. Mayfield at his sanitarium 
on Taylor avenue operated on the child 
after the case had been pronounced hope- 
less. The result is one of the marvels in 
up-to-date surgery. 

Herbert is the 7-year-old son of Thomas 
D. Duncan, a farmer living four miles west 
of Marion, Ill. Six weeks ago Herbert was 
on a visit to a neighbor. Lloyd Lowell, 1! 
years old, was also present. A 22-calibre

The children were in the barnyard shoot- 
ing at a target. After a while they tired 
and began playing a game. 

When the dinner bell sounded the boys 
made a dash for the house. Young Lowell 
picked up the rifle and in a playful manner 
called for his companions to halt. Herbert 
turned and faced Lloyd. Laughingly he held 
his hands above his head. 

Young Lowell pressed the trigger.. There 
was a puff of smoke, a eharp crack of the 
rifle and Herbert plunged forward. He fell 
on his face. 

Lowell screamed with fright and the boys’ 
parents rushed from the house. Herbert 
was limp and unconscious. It was seen that 
the bullet had. struck him ‘about an inch 
above the left eye. One of the boys was 
placed on a horse and dispatched to Marion 
for a doctor. Dr. Edwards answered the 
summons. He said the bullet had pierced 
the brain and there was but slight chance 
for recovery. He probed for the bullet, but 
could not find it. 

Herbert ligered until last week when Dr. 
Edwards told Mr. Duncan he had done all 
he could for him. Unless the ball was re- 
moved his child would die. He advised 
that Herbert be taken to St. Louis and be 
placed in one of the hospitals. 

The child and his father arrived at Dr. 
Mayfield’s Sanitarium Friday night. Dr. 
Mayfield determined to use the X-rays in 
locating the ball.. He could not obtain the 
kind of an instrument he wanted. He real- 
ized that further delay in removing tie 
bullet meant death. 

Dr, Mayfield figured that the rifle sent its 
leaden missiles straight. He probed and 
verified his deduction. Then he figured 
where the ball should be. After making 
his figures he decided the ball should be 
against the inner wall of the skull at the 
back of the head. 

Herbert was placed under the influence of 
chloroform. The skull Was trephined. Dr. 
Mayfield inserted a probe in the opening 
made and was delighted to find that his 
calculations had been perfect. The ball had 
passed entirely through the left lobe of 
the brain and was pushing against the in- 
ner wall of the skull. Its location having 
been determined it was an easy matter to 
remove it. 

Dr. Edwards was present at the operation. 
When he saw that the operation was a suc- 
cess, and that the patient would live, he 
returned to his home. 

Herbert's father is still with him. The 
boy is doing nicely, and Dr. Mayfield says 
that he may be removed to his home in 
safety soon.

The officials of the District Attorney's of- 
fice say that Goldsmith has managed to get 
away with something like half a million 
dollars by operations similar to those which 
brought the E. S. Dean Co. before the pub- 
lic. 

Goldsmith was indicted by the Grand-jury 
on Tuesday last. 

Detectives have followed clews all over 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Boston and oth- 
er places, but so far Goldsmith has eluded 
them. : 

Goldsmith and a man named Webster 
operated under the finm name of Hoyt & 
Co. George Hazelweldt and William A. 
(Mitchell, who were their brokers, were ar- 
rested three weeks ago for their part in 
the operations, but the charges against 
them have not been tried. They were 
dropp¢d from membership in the Stock Ex- 
change, but it was upon their evidence the 
Grand-jury found their indictment against 
Goldsmith.

The Parole Law Indorsed and Sugges- 
tions Made for Changes in 
Criminal Practice. 


There was a surfeit of judicial lore and 
legal knowledge at the Court-house 
Wednesday morning when the Circuit 
Judges assembled to talk over the Siate 
statutes in regard to eorrections of existing 
laws and the passage of new ones.

E. Withrow, 
Hon. Daniel D. Fisher, Hon. Leroy B. Val- 
liant, Hon. Horatio Wood, Hon. Selden P.

The meeting was in executive session, and 
Judge Barclay was the only member pres- 
ent now on the bench who attended the 
original meeting fifteen years ago. Judge 
Thomas from the De Soto District’ was 
present unofficially simply because of his 
interest in the association as one of the 
founders. ; 

Judge Hirzel read a paper on ‘Selection of 
Jurors.’”’ He laid down the general. prop- 
osition that the decision of a good jury 
was generally in line with the decision of a 
good Judge. His argument was in favor of 
a very careful scrutiny of jurymen selected 
for service as regards their intelligence and 
qualifications. 

Judge Hirzel’s sentiments were 
indorsed by all the Judges present. 
The success of several measures adopted 
at the suggestion of the conference was 
discfssed. 

The concensus of opinion was that the 
new parol law under which minors convicted 
of a first offense could be paroled was work- 
ing with very good results. 

The law reducing the time within which 
jury challenges can be made was also -re- 
ported as g.ving satisfaction. 

Judge Barclay in discussing the proceed. 
ings, said: 

“Our aim is now to expedite criminal busi- 
ness as much as possible and prevent the 
real criminals from obtaining delays to 
which, in justice, they are not entitled. 
“Our meeting here is purely voluntary 
and all the outside judges who attend come 
at their own expense. The stt¢=dance is 
satisfactory and up to the usual standard. 
Nearly all the Judges who have failed to 
attend have written letters.’’ 

The conference Was in session sxt!l noon 
when it adjourned to the Merecatile Club 
for lunch, the Visiting jur'sts being the 
guesis of the local circuit judges. A short 
meeting was held inthe afternoon.

Thousands of Acres of Pennsylvania 
Land and Land in New Jersey 
Are Claimed ond a Systemat- 
ic Fight Is On. 


Nearly 100 of the Missouri heirs to the 
great Joseph Ball estate, in Philadelphia, 
Washington, Pennsylvania and New Jer- 


fey, met in the reception room at the La- | 


clede Hote] Wednesday afternvon, 

Attorney Robert 8. McDonald, represent- 
ing Miss Carrie Ball of the Globe, Miss Ada 
Ball of Nugent's, their brother and Mias 
Evadne Leeds of Barr's, was on hand to 
look after the interests of his clienta. 
Wolf of St. Lou's County, representing 
most of the other Missouri heirs, was also 
present. 

Judge Wolf rece!ved a telegram from Hon. 
DD. A. Ball of Pike County, ex-Speaker of 
the House, stating he had missed his train 
and couldn't get to St. Louis until 3 o'clock. 
It was’decided to await his coming before 
getting down to business. 

“The only thing for us to do,” sald 
Judge Wolf,” is to effect a permanent or- 
ganization of the Ball Missouri Association, 
and to raise funds. We will then name some 
one to go on to Penneylvania and New Jer- 
sey to examine more closely into the claims. 
I have been in correspondence with a Phil- 
adeiphia tithe company, and our Philadel- 
phia examinations will be made by that 
concern. It will be necessary to send some 
one on to locate the property outside of 
Philadelphia and Washington.” 

According to Dr. J. D. Compton of Ev- 
ansville, Ind., there are 599 other heirs to 
the estate, now valued at $57,000,000. The 
Missouri heirs are mostly descendants of 
James Ball. a brother of Joseph Ball, who 
died in Philadelphia in 1821, and left an es- 
tate valued’ at that time at $138,000. It has 
since increased in value to $57,000,000.

A modest, unassuming young man called 
at St. John’s Hospital about ten days ago 
and applied for work. He said he could do 
almost any kind of labor and was given a 
position as nurse, The stranger gave his 
name as William Malone, but beyond that 
his identity was a mystery. 

The newcomer performed his duties satis- 
factorily, but about 7 p. m. Saturday he sud- 
denly disappeared and failed to return until 
Monday morning. The Mother Superior 
questioned him closely as to his where- 
abouts during the night and failing to givea 
satisfactory explanation, Malone was dis- 
charged. Appeals for reinstatement were 


unavailing. 

To an attache of the hospital Malone con- 
fided the story of his recent career. A few 
weeks ago he was expelled from. the Bene- 
dictine Monastery at St. Cloud, Minn., tor 
an alleged indiscretion. 

“Tl would have been a full-fledged monk 
in a year,” said Malone, “had it not been 
for a most unfortunate circumstance. . It 
was my cherished hope to lead a secluded 
life, though not because I had done any 
wrong. It was merely to be at peace with 
God 


‘“‘Ag a scholastic I was allowed many lib- 
erties. One afternoon I went sleigh rid- 
ing near the village. This was about a 
month ago and the weather was bitter cold. 
Four mastiff dogs were hitched to the 
sleigh and I journeyed about ten miles north 
of St. Cloud. Dusk had set in when I 
started homeward and a heavy snowfall 
began. 

“TI was thrown from the cutter three 
times and once I fell headlong into a gul- 
ley. Thus I plowed my way through the 
«enow to St. Cloud, where I arrived be- 
numbed in every limb. At a tavern close 
by I stepped in to take a glass of brandy. 

‘What followed I can’t say, but about mid- 
night 1 awoke and found myself in the Mon- 
astery with three monks at my bedside. The 
following day I hastened to comply with the 
Abbot's order to meet him in the study. The 
interview was short. : 

“Tl was told that my resignation from the 
order would be accepted. I protested and 
demanded a reason. To my amazement it 
was etated that I had violated a sacred 
and solemn pledge in becoming intoxicated. 
In vain did T plead innocent of the charge.

‘‘He is a smooth talker,”’ said the doctor, 
“and fromn the brief chat I had with him 
I judge he has rare intellectual ab/‘lity. 
The odor of liquor was on his breath and 
of course under such circumstances I re- 
fused to do anything for him.

TIRED OF A LIFE OF SIN. 


When He Gets Out of Jail, He Says, 
He’ll Devote Himself to 
Good Work, 


William Mills Westerfield, alias Butler, 
whose abnormal appetite for good books 
has caused him much experience with the 
courts, will probably become an evangelist 
as soon as he is released from jail. 

Westerfield says he is truly penitent, 

He has not positively announced his in- 
tent‘on to enter the ministry, but to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he made this significant 
statement: 

“At one time since my last trouble I was 
very near death’s door. For two weeks I 
did not expect to live. I am not satisfied 
to meet my God with the record of sin I 
have behind me, and I have promised him 


that as soon as I arn out of th's dilemma 
I will forsake my sinful ways and devote 
the remainder of my life to his service. 
God protected me through my sickness and 
now that I am again in health I am more 
firmly than ever imbued with a desire to 
serve him.”’ 

As told in the Post-Dispatch, Westerfield 
is a Federal prisoner in the City Jail, 
charged with using the mails to obtain 
pooks by false pretenses. The course of 
reading he has so persistently pursued has 
fitted him for some of the learned profes- 
sions, He could probably hold his own in 
a theological discussion. 

Relative to his passion for books, Wester- 
field says: 

‘‘My passion for reading, about which so 
much has been said, has from my earliest 
childhood been to me as natural as the de- 
sire for food, I possessed an uncontrollable 
desire to read. 

‘“‘The means I have in some instances em- 

loyed to obtain books were not only dis- 

10onest, but extremely foolish. I believe I 
have suffered a thousand times more méntal 
torture than the average murderer. I am 
so disgusted with jails that when 1 get out 
this time I shall reform. 

‘‘T hope to receive mercy from the court 
and mercy from my fellow men. God has 
been merciful to me and I have the satis- 
faction of knowing he has forgiven me.” 

The only crime ever charged against West- 
erfield is the manner in which he has sup- 
plied himself with books during the last 
seven vears. He has been sentenced to 
jail several times and is now awaiting an- 
other sentence. In view of the extraordi- 
nary circumstances of his case, it is ex- 
pected that Judge Adams will be lenient. 


SUING ON RIEDY'S BOND. 


Police Relief Association Tiying to 
Recover What It Lost. 


The St. Louis Police Relief Association 
has filed a suit in the Circuit Court against 
John FE. Riedy and the American Bonding 
and Trust Co. 

The petition states ‘that John E. Riedy 
was secretary of the relief association and 
that upon the payment of $125 the bond 
company furnished a bond of $25,000 for this 
year, ending at noon of Sept. 8, 1897. By the 
conditions of the bond ‘the company was 
to reimburse the association for any losses 
up to the amount of the bond resulting from 
dishonesty on the part of Riedy, and make 
good any loss occurring during the life of 
the bond tf notified ¢hereof within three 
months after the expiration of the time. 

The association says that on Sept. 27, 1897, 
the bond company was notified that there 
was a shortage of $9,235.55, as the result of 
Riedy’s dishonesty, but that the company 
refused to make good the shortage. 

A forfeiture of the bond and judgment 
against it to the amount of the shortage 
and costs are asked.

The Police Theory Is That William 
James Nolan Planned the Crime, 
Murphy and Roberts Car- 
ried It Out. 


New evidence connecting William James 
Nolan with the Weinand murder was dis- 
covered Wednesday. 

Mrs. Mary Duffy of Seventh and Carr 
streets was brought to the Four Courts by 
Capt. Phillips and Detective Bambrick, on 
information furnished by Roberts. 

Mrs. Duffy said that on the afternoon of 
the murder she was in Blerman’s saloon 
on Broadway and Carr street, and saw 
Nolan, Roborts and Murphy there in con- 
versation. 

Roberts had a new coat and vest on, 
and Mrs. Duffy asked him where he “made 
the raise.”” He replied that he had earned 
the clothing by shoveling coal all day. 

Murphy, Nolan and Roberts were brought 
face to face with Mrs, Duffy, and she 
promptly identified them as the men she 
saw in the saloon. Roberts admitted hav- 
ing the conversation with her just as she 
had stated it. The other two prisoners 
would say nothing. 


Slowly but surely, under the persistent and 
seductive wiles of Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond, the coils 6f justice are tightening 
about the four men under arrest for the 
murder of Jacob Weinand, They are, liter- 
ally, being “‘convicted out of their own 
mouths.”’ 

Chief Desmond argues that if they are 
only given rope enough, they will hang 
themselves, and he is paying out the rope 
easily and gradually, with a firm hand, so 
that no untoward step or sudden check may 
recall them to a sense of their danger. 

Fred Snider, the coal man, is the second of 
the quartette to soften under the persuasive 
eloquence of the Chief, and confess to the 
part he Is alleged to have played in the trag- 
edy. Tuesday night, after he had listened 
to the damaging testimony adduced at the 
Coroner’s inquest, he agreed to tell the Chief 
about his share in the transaction. He was 
brought into Night Chief Kiely’s office at 
7 p. m., and for four hours was examined in 
the presence of Chiefs er and Desmond.

Shortly before noon Snider again met No- 
lan and they had several more drinks in a 
saloon at Broadway and Grand avenue, 
and the discussion of the previous meeting 
was resumed. Snider, in answer to a ques- 
tion, told Nolan that the old man was then 
alone in the house, Mrs. Weinand having 
gone out. Snider says nothing was sa:d at 
that time that would lead him to believe 
that Nolan contemplated robbing the old 
man. He says the conversation was de- 
sultory, and that Nolan’s repea lu- 
sions to the old man’s money did nut arouse 
his suspicions, 

Snider invited Nolan to have dinner with 
him, but Nolan declined, saying it was 
necessary that he should go to his own 
home for dinner, and they separated. 

When Snider learned of the robbery he at 
once connected Noland with the crime, the 
suspicious nature of the latter’g queries 
about the old man recurring to him im- 
mediately. 
wittingly placed Nolan in possession of in- 
formation which the robbers had acted 
upon, and, fearing that his motives would 
be misconstrued, he determined to keep 
quiet. That was the reason, when first ar- 
rested, he denied knowing Nolan. 

Snider said that on one occasion, after 
Weinand’s house had been robbed, the old 
man brought him a package of money for 
safe keeping for a few days. 

Nolan was brought into the Chief's office 
after Snider had concluded his statement. 
Snider repeated his assertions as to his 
acquaintance with Nolan and their conver- 
sations,. Nolan then admitted having known 
Snider since the Springfield convention. He 
denied having discussed Weinand’s financia! 
affairs with the coal man or having met 
him that Tuesday. He could not or would 
not explain his movements on the day of 
the murder and when pinned down to any 
incriminating circumstance or act of his on 
that day took refuge in the remark: “If 
I did that, I must have been loaded.” 

In view of Murphy's persistent reitera- 
tions of his innocence, Snider’s statement 
of an incident that occurred at the inquest 
is considered interesting. He says that sev- 
eral times during Roberts’ statement when- 
ever the witness related some particularly 
damning movement implicating his fellow 
prisoners Murphy would kick Snider siyly 


with his foot to attract his attention and.

Inability to perceive relations is the 
mark of the undeveloped mind of the 
savage.

Seeing the rela- 
tions of things, the operation of moral 
and social laws, the effect inevitably 
fofowing the cause, the educated man 
recognizes the futility of crime and the 
certainty of punishment in one form or 
another.

There is a sound scientific basis for the 
theory that the dissemination of educa- 
tion decreases crime. A careful annota- 
tion of experiences would. verify the 
theory. To deny the fact is to overthrow 
the rational foundation of human prog- 
ress.

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HEIRS OF ROBERT MORRIS. 


They Will Ask the Government to Re- 
fund Immense Loans. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Robert Morris, the 
financier who, in the revolutionary war, 
gave from his own fortune to aid the Gov- 
ernment, died in a debtors’ prison. 

His heirs propose to apply to Congress for 
the return of the money lent, with accumu- 
lated interest, the amount as stated ranging 
all the way from five to eight million dollars. 

As near as can be ascertained Robert Mor- 
ris, when he died, left four sons. One of 
these sons was a private in the revolutionary 
army. This young man deserted, set sail 
for England and was never afterwards 
heard of. All traces of his descendants have 
been lost. The other sons lived in New Jer- 
sey. How many heirs of the great financier 
are living it is difficult to conjecture. It is 
believed, however, that at least thirty claim- 
ants have been found, the purity of whose 
descent can not be questioned. 

The prospect of an eight million find is 
much discussed among the numerous heirs 
of Robert Morris resi a in Asbury Park 
and vicinity, although they do not place 
implicit confidence in its final distribution, 

Old Robert Morris, at the time of Corn- 
wallis’ last campaign, advanced the Ameri- 
can Government $1,300,000 in his own notes. 
The understanding was that the amount 
should be repaid when the financial condi- 
tion of the new Government was more se- 
cure. Other evidence has been produced 
showing that bonds were lent at various 
times when the critical necessities of the 
rising nation seemed to require the ald of a 
friend. Exactly how much money was ad- 
vanced the Government can not be definitely 
ascertained. History says Robert Morris 
was superintendent of finance and vested 
with complete control for some years over 
the monetary affairs of the country. Sev- 
eral times he used his reputation as a man 
of great wealth to save the treasury from 
embarrassment and there is no record in 
the department that all or only a portion 
of these claims subsequently satisfied.

JUST WHY THE DERBY DISTANCE 
RECORD WAS BROKEN ON 
FRIDAY LAST. 


THE TRACK AS HARD AS FLINT, 


Time Was Made All Right Though, 
and the Figures Now Stand 
as the Best. 


All the turf world is talking of the record 
breaking race run by the aged horse 
Buckwa at the Oakland, California track on 
Friday last. 

He then running with Judge Denny and 
Grady, both four-year-olds, ran one mile 
and a half in 2:32%. 

Firenzi, Salvator and other equine giants, 
have knocked chunks off records at this d!s- 
tance, but in 1892 Lamplighter went a mile 
and a@ half at Monmouth Park in 2:32%.

year-oid’s great performance would stand 
for many moons, and old turfmen said it 
would never be beaten, but on August 27th, 
this year, the aged horse Evanatus, with a 
featherweight (73 pounds) on his back, 
equaled the time on the Harlem track.

The first mile was 
run in 1:40% with Buckwa five lengths in 
front of his field and apparently going eas- 
ily. Martin let him go right along and won, 
pulling up, half a dozen lengths in advance 
of the others.
